During the 'craze days' many skaters refused to wear safely gear but a major factor in the development of skating in 
the eighties was the evolution of improved pads You need good protection if you bail from a 8' japan air! So what you 
need are knee & elbow pads, a helmet, and maybe wrist guards & some hip pads. The most essential of these are the 
knee pads. The best around are Rectors. If you can't afford them look tor some of the copies that are beginning to 
appear. You need to have pads which have a plastic cup on them. This is for sliding out on tricks you don't make. 

The most common helmet in skating these days is the Pro-Tec. Again this can run to a fair amount of money If you 
can't afford one look for a Norcon, or a better one from the Cooper range. Don't get a padded cycling helmet or a cheap 
canoeing helmet. You might as well put a paper bag on your head
